For Students 


Williain J, Igoe, Director of 
Guidance of the Andover Public 
Schools, announces a new service 
available to the interested students 
and parents of college-bound 
students, 

The new College-Finding Service 
is intended to aid parents in select- 
ing the college or colleges which 
meet the students’ exact require- 
ments, 

Prior to the establishment of 
this service, parents sometimes 
invested considerabie sums in 
applying at various colleges - many 
of which do not fulfill the 
individuals needs and consequently 
they received a number of rejec- 
tions, Too many students are not 
definite as to their selection of a 
career or the type of professional 
school they desire. This is taken 
into consideration, as well as the 
temperament of the individual, his 
potential and, last but not least, the 
all-important matter of the money 
available to finance his education, 

The Service works inthe follow- 
ing manner: 

1. The parents or student apply 
to the Guidance Department for a 
College-Finding Service Kit pro- 
vided by the Educational Research 
Corporation; 

2. The student checks a simple 
Specification Sheet in his kit, with 
his counselor, inaicating the type 
of college and kind of education 
he has in mind and mails it with 
a small fee to the Educational 
Research Corporation, 

This information is fed into 
modern, data-processing equip- 
ment that scans the facts on 2,850 
schools, colleges and academic 
departments, In a matter of days, 
the student receives a **Print-Out’’ 
which indicates the specific 
colleges which meet his exact 
requirements, Then, it is asimple 
matter for the student to meet with 
the guidance counselor to decide 
at which of the colleges to make 
application, It is a tool which can 


save valuable time and money and |

DITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Get On The Ball 


From time to time, there are rumors of industrial 
development in West Andover’s vast expanse — but some- 
show the rumors are never translated into action. 

Despite proper zoning, and in defiance of the official 
town position that industry is welcome, nothing happens. 

In fact, there is always the uncomfortable feeling in 
the background that the town does not really care about 
industrial growth — else why is there not more active 
solicitation by the town itself? Are town officials cor- 
rectly interpreting the mood of the town, unspoken, but 
real, that industry is for other communities but not for us? 
Or are our municipal leaders dragging their collective 
heels in this area of responsibility? 

Other towns — and we point particularly at Wilmington — 
have spent lots of administrative time and know-how in 
soliciting industry; their success is obvious. It is also 
proof that alert, agressive officials can bring results. 

A ‘League of Women Voters survey in recent years 
tended to prove that the town’s citizenry does want some 
industrial growth; but residents show no particular interest 
in the vacuum that exists in our zoned industrial areas. 
There is, in short, no obvious demand by the citizenry 
that town officials get busy in this direction. And we 
suspect that the officials won’t really stir themselves, 
beyond lip service to the theoretical concept of industrial 
development, unless there is a public demand. 

It is our contention that the town badly needs industry; 
in the next few years that need may turn into desperation. 

We do not hesitate to say that an official’s actions in 
support of industry should be a valid criteria, among 
others, to be used in judging whether or not his perform- 
ance in office warrants continuation of his public re- 
sponsibility. 

It’s time, in short, for our public officials to get on the 
ball — not just supporting, but actively seeking, solid 
industrial growth. 


This is the only way to reduce the appalling tax burden 
on the homeowner, and make Andover a more attractive 
town in which to live.

What Our 
Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘Now that the high school 
housing problem has been reopened 
and broadened in scope by William 
Doherty, I would like to suggest 
how the School Committee should 
present this important matter to 
the town, 

‘It is necessary to bear inmind 
that the high school problem differs 
drastically from the elementary 
housing problems which we have 

«faced several times in recent 
years, 

‘For one thing, it differs in 
magnitude. Our elementary 
schools cost well under a million 
dollars, But the various high school 
estimates range between three and 
five million dollars! 

“Secondly, the nature of the 
high school problem is different, 
Although you can build a chain of 
elementary schools over a period 
of years to servevarious sections 
of the town, you build only one high 
school, That high schoolisa single 
problem, to be resolved at one 
time around a single plan of con- 
struction, to serve the entire towa, 

**Thirdly, the high school pro- 
blem is complex, It is complicated 
because we already have a high 
school, because there are related 
housing problems at the junior high 
level, because we want to build to 
take care of future needs yet no 
man is clairvoyant enough to forer 
see, with accuracy, the needs of a 
rapidly changing community, be- 
cause there isa limit to the willing- 
ness of present taxpayers to tax 
themselves now for space which 
could remain idle for years until 
filled by future residents of the 
town, and finally because there are 
two very different plans at very 
different costs from which to 
choose, 

“Since the high school problem 
is so very different in so many 
ways, I believe the School Com- 
mittee owes it to the public to 
give the voters a clear choice of 
plans, 

“I propose three separate 
articles for town meeting: one for 
extending the present high school, 
one for building an entirely new 


structure, and one to include all’ 


optional recreational facilities, It 
would be the duty of the School 
Committee to recommend one of 
the building plans, 

“Should the School Committee 
insist on submitting a single plan 
on a ‘take it or leave it’ basis, 
they would not only violate de- 
mocratic procedure but they would 
also run the risk of getting no 
approval at all, 

“One great civic advantage of 
leaving the final decision up to the 
public is that a highly educational 
debate should develop long before 
town meeting, on the advantages 
and disadvantages of each plan of 
construction, As a result, an en- 
lightened citizenry would be in a 
position to make a sound decision 
on the biggest problem ever to 
face this town, 

‘*The basic function of the School 
Committee is to advance public 
education in a democratic society, 
By (Offering the voters a clear 
choice of plans, the School Com- 
mittee would promote adult educa=’ 
Hon Concerning the alternatives in 
a truly democratic manner, 

“This choice belongs to the 
people,’’
